For the better inbringing and colleQing thereof , 
The Eſtates of Parliament - appoints Sir John Weems 
of Bogie , with power to him to appoint deputis, ane 
or moe in each Shire and Pariſh1n maner conteaned 
in the A forthe Tax and Loan, which colleQors,de- 
puties of Shires, and Pariſhes, and Clerkes of Shires, 
ſhall have ſuch fecs as is allowed in that A& for the 
loan and taxt , Ilks are to be uplitted out of the Shires 
and Pariſhes, beſides the five moneths maintenance, 
Bur that the Burghs be free of all payment of the 
forelaids fees , inregard they colle&rheir proportions 
upon their own charges: And alſo with power to 
him to nominate a Clerk to this maintenance , wha 
ist0 havethe ſame fee for thir five monerhs propor-: 
tionable, as was allowed by- Parliament for the 
Izſt nine moneths. And the Eſtates Ordains, that the 


letters and charges to follow upon this A, for 
A 3. payment - 
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payment of the foreſaid maintenance, ſhall be raific 
and dire&t at the .inſtance of the ſaid Sir John 
Weemes and colleQors aforeſaid againitthe ſub-col- 
leors of Shires, Magittrates of Burrows, collefors 
of Pariſhes, Heretors, Fewers, Lite-Renters , and 0- 
thers adebred in payment of their ſeverall proportions 
of this maintenance now impoſed, with relervation of 
the ſuſpenſions underwritten : And .Ordains the ſaid 
ſub-ColleRors , Collefors of Pariſhes , Hericors, 
Fewers , Life-Renters and others, ſo ro be charged by 
the General Commiſlary,to have Letters of reliefe, as 
is Ordaind by the A for the Taxt and Loan. And for 
the more ſpecdy ingathering of the ſaids five moneths 
maintenance, at the terms of payment abovewritten. 
The Generali Colle&or is hereby warranted, thar if 
any Shire or Burgh be deficient in payment of their 
parts. of this maintenance , ar the times aforeſaid, 
he either imploy ſome of his own Troop, or any 
others of the Forces, that ſhall happen to-be on the 
bounds for the time as he ſhall think fit, for uplifting 
of this maintenance fromthe deficient Shires, Burghs, 
21d Pariſhes; and ilks Troopers are to receive their 
entertainment from the deficients, at the ordinary 
rates, beſides the payment of there majntence. And ir 
is hereby Ordaind, that the Commitres of War be 
aiding and alsiſting ro the Generall Commiſlary 
herein for inbringing of this maintenance. 

And now the Eſtates of Parliament underſtanding 
by the report of the proceedings of the Commiſho- 
ners, lately imployed, for trying of burnt and waſted 
lands, that the Shires and Burghs underwritten , are 
not able to make ready ane totall payment of the ſums 
impo- 
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impoſed on them for this maintenance : Therefore 
untill farder tryall be tane theretn,, the Parliament 
doth hereby ſuſpend the lifting of the particular 
ſurgmes underwritten , from the Shires and: Burghs 
reſpeQive following , viz. From the Sheriffdom of 
Tnnernes , 666.1.

ſtreſſed condition of the Sheriffdoms of Arzyleand 
Bute ; The Eſtates do excem the whole Sheriffdom of 
Argyle from all payment of the forefaid five moneths 
maintenance: As alſo exeems the Sheriffdom of Bute 
from all payment of the equall half of the moneth- 
ly maintenance abovewritten , impoſed upon. that 
Shire for the (aids five moneths: And Ordainthefame 
Shire of Bute to: be onely liable in payment of the 
other half of the ſazd monerhly maintenance for 
theſe five monerhs: And declares the Ile of CAr- 
ram

ram tO be alcocether free of any payment of thar 
half, bur the reſt of the Sheriffdom of Bute. to pay 
the lame, 

And alſo, 'The-Eftates declares this preſent A&ro 
be without prejudice of the AR granted in favours of 
the Town of Inxernes of the 5. of Fanuary, 1647. 
That any Taxations or Impoſitions to be laid on 
that,Town, be allowed to them in part of their loſſes, 
conform to the Tenor of the AR. 

And for the ſums particularly above ſuſpended, 
That the Generall Commiſlary ſure no payment 
thereof beforethe laſt day of Auguſt next to come, that 
betwixt and that time ir may be tried what part 
and portions of that ſuſpended maintenance may be 
raiſed of the Shires : And for tryall thereof , Ordains 
Commiſſions to be dire to ſuch perſons), as the Par- 
liament or Committee of Eſtates ſhall appoint, as the 
{ſame ſhall be cailed for by theſe Shires and Burghs, in 
whole favours the ſuſpenſions are granted; and that be- 
twixt and the ſaid laſt day of A»guſt, the report of 
the ſaids Commilsions be returned , that accordingly 
the {uſpended maintenance may be either diſcharged, 
or called for. And in caſe of the not return of the re- - 
pert as ſaid is, the Commiſſary Generall is hereby 
warranted after the ſaid laſt day of Auguſt, ro charge 
for the haill maintenance of theſe Shires, without con- 
ſideration of the ſuſpenſions. 

Andalſo it is Ordaind, that no Retention, Suſpen- 
ſion , or diſcharge of this preſent maintenance be 
granted for any cauſe, other nor is above written for 
burnt and waſted lands, excepting onely for quarter- 
ings and payments as aforefaidzand ſuch Te 
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Annual Rents, and other duties mortified' ro Col- 
ledges; Schools, Hoſpitals, Miniſters and School-ma- 
ſers ſtipends, and for upholding Kirks and Bridges, 
i]ks mortifications are to be deduced ineach Shire,'bur 
notwithſtanding,the Shite beſides to be liable in pay- 
ment of their whole maintenance : And that all other 
Heritors, Life- Renters, Takiſmen, *Titulars, propper 
Wood(ertters,Pentioners, ConjunRfiears, Lady rercers 
and others; ſubje&to the valuation within Shires and 
Burghs: ſhall be lyable to their propottionable parr 
' of: this maintenance, notwithſtanding of anyAct paſt, 
Or £0 be paſt in. their fayours , other nor is above' ſer 
down; orto be paſt by this preſent Parliament. 

And in regard of this prorogating of the mainte- 
nance onthe Shires and Burghs, for the five moneths 
above mentioned, wv, From the firſt of March laſt 
ro the firſt of Auguſt nextto come, at the full mainte- 
nance abovewritten : Ir is Statute'and Ordaind by the. 
Eſtates of Pailiament, that every debtor ſhall have 
retention from the Creditors of ane and a halt of each 
eight, payable for annuall Rent; forthe ſaids five mo- 
neths above [pecifieds ſo that the debtor ſhall only be 
liable in'payment of {ix and a half of annuall Rent for 
exch hundreth of ſtock: for thete five moneths: And 
becauſe the forefaid monethly maintenance was only 
continued upon the Shires and Burghs,and payable by 
them,from the firſt of November laſt,to the ſaid firſt of 
March aſt, with CeduQtion of ane third part of the ſaid 
maintenance duripg that ſpace : Therefore the Eſtates 
grants only retentow totte debtors ,'of ane of each 
eiphr, payable for annua]! Rent during the (aid ſpace; 
trom-rhe-{aid firſt of Novemb.to thefaid firſt of March, 
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during the ilk time the {ebror(hMonely be fable in 
payment of ſeven of ananall Rent, for each hundrech 
of Rock z with this proviſion, that no debtor wharſo- 
ever (hall bave the foreſaid bencfic of retention , who 
ſhall norpay his annuall Rentto the Creditor, within 
the ſpace of ane year after that ane preceding years an- 
nuall Rent is fully reſtand unpaid. | 

And farder «is provided , That whatever credicor 
ſhall rake band, promiſe, or condition from his Deb- 
tor, for payment of the haill annuall Rear ar 8: per Cen- 
tum, without retention of ane and a half for the hun- 
dreth, or ſhall not grant the retention aforeſaid, ſhall 
be conveened and cenſured as anc Ulſurer , notwirth- 
ſtanding of any luch pation by word or writ. 

And laſtly, It is Ordained that no ſuſpenſion be 
granted without conſignation, as is appointed by A&t 
of maiatenance of the 27, of February 1645. And that 
all Hericors within Burgh and Pendicles,and Liberties 
thereof (including for Edinburgh as Pendicles of the 
ſame, the houſes Tenements and Yairds in Leith, Can- 
»ozate and pleaſands, whereof the Town is either Pro- 
prietars Or Superiors; and for the other Burrows, all 
that have been in uſe ra betaxed with them) ſhall con- 
tribute with them for payment of the Maintenance, 
as is mentioned inthe ſaid AR of the 27. of Febru- 
ary, 1645. 

And laſt, to the end that the payment of this main- 
tenance be alſo equaliand proportionable as can be: 
The Parliament Ordains the valuers of the ſeverall 
Shires already named by Parliamentior Committee of 
Eſtates, to meet, reviſe, and reQifie the valuation in the 
Shires: Proviced alwayes,that notwithſtanding of this 
tryall, the Shires be liable in payment to the gone 
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_ 9 _ Commiſſarof the whole ſums abovewritten laid 

them by this AR. : 
And Ordains,. that the Lands and Teinds thafl pay 
- © -» the forelaid Maintenance, as they lie locally in Shires 
or Burghs, conform to the former AQts of mainte- 
nance. And it is hereby declared;rhat this AR is to be 
without prejudice of the Priviledges of the Lords of 
"Seſsion contorm to former As ot maintenance. And 
Ordains this AR to be printed, and the former A&tof 
.. Loageand Taxt to be. re-printed and publiſhed, and 
| gives hereby Warrgnt to the Clerk of Regiſter for
